Chapter 3.
AIR QUALITY CONTROL.
3-1. Purpose of Chapter.

(@ Itis[hereby declared to be the policy of the County to protect the

County' sambient air [resources of the county to the degree] qudity as

necessary [for the] to:
(1) [Protection of] protect the [public] health, safety, comfort and

well-being of [its citizens] the County’ s resdents and businesses;

(20 [Prevention of] prevent injury to plant and animd life and to
property; and
(3) [Protection of] protect the [comfort and convenience of the
public and the protection of the] recreational resources of the
[c]County.
(b) [In determining the ways and means to be required for reducing
pollutant concentrations, matters of economics and private interests and
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other factors shall be subordinate considerations, in generd, to the
necessity of achieving the standards for the protection of the public
hedth.] Itisthe County's goal to protect and facilitate the

improvement of the indoor air quality experienced by businesses and

occupants of multi-tenant buildings.

(c) TheDepartment must apply principles of sound environmental health

management and use reasonably available air quality control technoloqy

to implement this Chapter.
3-2. Definitions.
[For the purposes of] In this [c]Chapter, the following words and phrases

[shdl] have the following meanings [respectively ascribed to them by this section]:
Air pollutant: Any substance [the emission of which] whose releaseinto the

aimosphere causes air pollution. [It] Anair_pollutant may bein theform of a

smoke, gas, dust, odor, particulate matter or combinations of [thesgl smoke, gas,
dust, odor, or particulate matter[, but is not limited to this enumeration).

Air pollution: The presence in the [outdoor] atmosphere of [one or more] any
substances or combinations [thereof] of substances [such] whosecharacter, [in such]

guantities [and of such] or duration [as are or may tend] make those substances likely

to [be injurious] pose a hedth hazard to humans, plants, or animals [life, or property],

or [which] unreasonably interfere]s] with the [comfortable] use and enjoyment of
[life or] property[, or with the conduct of business,]. The substances may be emitted

as odors, solids, vapors, liquids, or gases from any single sour ce or in combination

with other sour ces.

Air pollution episode: A[n] recognized occurrence designated [recognized by
adetermination] by the [g]Governor of Maryland or the [s]Secretary of the state

[department of health and menta hygiene] Department of the Environment [that the]
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as anaccumulation of ambient air pollutants [may attain, is ataining or has attained
aleve or] a levels[considered injurious] harmful to human hedth.

Control equipment: Any [equipment which has the function of controlling
the emissions from any process, fue-burning or refuse-burning equipment and thus
reduces the creation of or the emission of or the emission of air pollutants into the
atmosphere or both] device or equipment that prevents or reducesemissions.

Department: The [d] Department of [€] Environmental [p]Protection.
Director: The Director of the Department [of Environmenta Protection] or
[his designated agent] the Dir ector's designee.

Emission: Any substance, other than water in an uncombined form,
discharged [directly or indirectly] into the atmosphere, including [but not limited to]
odors, particulate matter, vapors,[or] gases, or any combination [thereof and odors
associated with them by means of stationary sources, equipment, materias handling,
construction and other acts or processes] of these substances.

Excessvelodging: A condition of farmland where embedding of the previous

crop causes the normal use of harvesting, tillage, or planting eguipment to be

impossible or impracticable.

[Fuel-burning equipment: Any equipment, device or contrivance and al
appurtenances thereto, including ducts, breeching, fuel-feeding equipment, ash
removal equipment, combustion controls, stacks and chimneys, used in the process of
burning fuel or other combustible materias for the primary purpose of producing
heat or power by indirect heat transfer.]

Incinerator: Any equipment [,] or device [or contrivance] used [for the
destruction of] to destroy garbage, rubbish or other wastes by burning [and dl
appurtenances thereof].

[Indirect sourcesof pollution: The category of sources of pollution, also

described under state and federa laws and regulations as "'complex sources," which
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includes any facility, building, structure, highway, ingtitution or combination thereof,
the congtruction, modification or use of which results or may result in the emission
from mobile source activities associated with it of air pollutants for which thereisa
national standard.]

Indoor air pollutant: Any substance whose indoor presence causes indoor

air pollution. Anindoor air pollutant may consist of particles such as dugt, fibers,

asbestos, or radon progeny|[, or animal dander]]; gases such as formaldehyde, carbon

monoxide, mists, or bioaerosols; biological substances such as viruses, bacteria, fungi

or molds; or combination of substances.

Indoor air pollution: Theindoor presence of any airborne substance, such as

particles, fumes, mists, gases, or vapors or combination of substances likely to pose a

health hazard to humans, plants, or animals or unreasonably interfere with the use

and enjoyment of residential or non-residentia property, including the ordinary

conduct of business.

Installation: Any article, machine, or equipment|[, or other contrivance,
including [but not limited to] emission contr ol equipment, processing equipment,
manufacturing equipment, fuel burning equipment, incinerators or any equipment or
congtruction capable of generating, causing or reducing emissions.

[Nuisance: Environmental condition, intermittent or continuous, produced or
correctable by human agency, prgjudicia to reasonable enjoyment of health, comfort
or safety of any individua or causing injury to damage to persons, property or the
conduct of business.]

Odor: The property of an emission that stimulates a per son's sense of smell.

Official fire: A fire authorized by a government officer for the purposes listed

in this Chapter.

Opacity: [ The state of a substance which rendersit partially or wholly
Impervious to rays of light so that the substance partialy or wholly obscures an
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observer'sview.] The degree to which emissons reduce the transmission of light and

obscure the view of an object in the background.

Open fire: A firein which any material is burned in the open or in areceptacle
other than afurnace, incinerator or other equipment [connected to a stack, which
equipment is constructed in accordance with and meets the] not in conformance with

the design requirements of the gpplicable building code of the [c]County [and] or the
ar quality control regulations of the [s|State.

Particulate matter: Materia other than water in uncombined form which is or
has been airborne and exists as aliquid or solid at standard conditions of temperature
[70°F] 25 degrees Celsius (77 degrees Fahrenheit) and pressure of [(] 29.92 inches
(760 mm) [Hg)] mercury.

Permit: An air pollutioncontrol permit issued by the Department or the
[state department of health and mental hygiene] Maryland Department of the
Environment covering open burning, [and certain] installation [and equipment and

other sources which may cause emissions], or operation of equipment with the

potentia to emit air pollution.

Per son: An[y] individual, group of individuas, partnership, firm, voluntary

association, public or private corporation, or an [association, governmental] agency

[or any other legal entity], or department of the County or of any federal, state, or

municipal government to the extent allowed under federd, state, or municipa law.

Plan for compliance: A schedule of actions designed to achieve compliance
with this [c]Chapter after a specified period of time submitted by aviolator and
approved by the [d]Dir ector.

[Ringlemann chart: A chart for grading the appearance, density or shade of
smoke as published with instructions for use by the United States Bureau of Mines,
in Information Circular 7718, dated August 1955. Any other method for grading
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smoke which is approved by the state department of health and menta hygiene asthe
equivaent of the Ringlemann Chart may be substituted therefor. ]

[Smoke: Small gas-borne particles, other than water, in sufficient number to
be observable by sight.]

Sour ce: [Any physical arrangement or structure which may emit or cause to be
emitted air pollutants. It includes, but is not limited to, stacks, chimneys, building
openings, open fires, vehicles, processes, equipment, structures and premises.] A

per son or property that is contributing to air pollution.

Unconfined source: An installation that causes emissions that are not

enclosed in a stack, duct, hood, flue, or other conduit, but that escape into the

atmosphere through openings such as windows, vents, or doors, ill fitting closures, or

poorly maintained equipment.

Advise, consult and cooperate with other local governmenta units,
agencies of the state, industries, interstate or interlocal agencies and the
federal government and with interested persons and groups;]

Collect and disseminate information and conduct educational and
training programs relating to air pollution;]

Receive and administer grants or other funds or gifts from public and
private agencies, including the state and federal governments, for the
purpose of carrying out any of the functions of this chapter;]

Do any and al acts which may be necessary for the successful
prosecution of the policy of this chapter and such other acts as may be
specificaly enumerated herein;]

Promulgate rules and regulations subject to provisonsin section 3-4
under which thislaw will be administered.]

TheDirector must enforce this Chapter. The Director must advise,

consult, and cooperate with other local government units, State
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agencies, interstate agencies, the federal government, private industries

and busi nesses, homeowners associations, and other interested per sons
about air quality problems that affect human hedlth.
(b)  This Chapter does not waive any requirement of State or federal law.

3-4. Regulations.

[(A] The[c]County [€]Executive may adopt regulations under method (2)
[of section 2A-15 of this Code, for] to implement this [c]Chapter. [Such]

any provisions of [this Code nor], or be less redtrictive than [regulations currently
established and in effect as] any requirement[s] [of the state department of health and
mental hygiene] of State or federa law.

(3)  Prohibition of certain incinerators and new fuel-burning
installations;

(4) Application fees at arate not to exceed the cost of administering
the program.]

[(c) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, the county
executive may adopt regulations, under method (2) of section 2A-15 of
this Code, regarding procedures for the issuance of permits for indirect
sources of pollution in accordance with applicable state and federal
regulations.]

Generally. [No person shadl] A person must not cause [, suffer, allow]

or [permit] alow the discharge of any visble emission[s] from any
installation or building, other than water in an uncombined form, into
the atmosphere [which are visble to human observers].

Exceptions.[(1)]Subsection (&) [shall] does not apply to any: [emissions
during the building of a new fire, cleaning of fires, soot blowing, start-
up, any process modification or adjustment or occasional cleaning of
control equipment, the shade or appearance of which is not darker than

Control and prohibition of open fires]

Official fires. Open fires may be set with due notice to, but without

prior approval from the department in performance of an official duty of

any public officer if the fire is necessary for one or more of the

following reasons or purposes:

For the prevention of afire hazard which cannot be abated by
other means.

Except during the existence of an air pollution episode, for the
instruction of public fire fighters or industrial employees under
supervison of the director, department of fire and rescue
services.

For the protection of the public health, safety or welfare.]

Open fires. Except during the existence of an air pollution episode, the

following open fires are alowed within the county without prior

approva from the department; provided, that they otherwise conform

with other fire control laws and regulations; and provided, that no

nuisanceis created:

L eaves. In those areas where no provision is made for public
collection of leaves, the open burning of leaves originating on the
premises by householdersis permitted.

Household Trash. In those areas where no provision is made for

public collection of refuse, burning of ordinary household trash

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(Incinerator Institute of Americawaste types 0 and 1 only)
originating on the premises, excluding commercial
establishments, by householders is permitted; provided, that:

a The fires are located no closer than three hundred (300)
feet from any neighboring habitable dwelling or place
where people work or congregate;

Materials are not burned which create dense smoke (emissions of

an opacity or darkness greater than No. 1 on the Ringelmann

Smoke Chart.)

Cooking. Firesmay be used for the cooking of food; provided,

that visible emissions are not greater than No. 1 on the

Ringelmann Smoke Chart and no nuisance is created.

Salamanders. Salamanders or other devices fired with propane

gasor No. 2 fuel oil may be used for heating by construction or

other workers, provided, that no visible emissions are created.

Agricultural Operations. Firesmay be set in the course of

agricultural operations; provided, that visible emissions are not

greater than No. 1 on the Ringelmann Smoke Chart and no
nuisanceis created and prior notice is given to the department.

Recr eational Purposes. Open fires may be set for recreationd

purposes such as campfires; provided, that visible emissions are

not greater than No. 1 on the Ringelmann Smoke Chart and no
nuisance is created.

Explosive Containers. Empty boxes and fiber packing materials

which have previoudy contained high explosives may be burned

a an isolated location more than one hundred (100) feet from any

occupied building or structure or public street or road and no

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person shal be closer than one hundred (100) feet of the fire once
burning has begun.]

[(c) Outsdeof buildings. Except as provided by paragraphs (a) and (b) of

this section, no person shall in the county burn any refuse or plant life,

in any public or private place outside of any building unless he shdll
have first obtained a permit from the department for such activity. The
duration of such permits shall be established by the director. The

department shall issue such permits only when:

Thereis no practica aternate method to dispose of the material
to be burned or to conduct the desired activity.

No hazardous condition or nuisance will be created.

No burning will be done within five hundred (500) yards of one

will not be violated.

No materials which provide smoke, in excess of No. 1 on the
Ringelmann Smoke Chart, when burned, including but not
limited to tires and roofing material, will be burned.

Such other conditions as the director may impose to minimize
creation of smoke, to prevent nuisances and air pollution and to
protect the hedlth, safety, comfort and property of any persons
shall be satisfied.

The materid to be burned shall be waste matter of the premises
on which it isto be burned.

Fires started in violation of this
section shall be promptly extinguished by the person responsible for the
same upon notice by aduly authorized agent of the department. This

3-6. Ambient air quality requirements for particulate matter from

unconfined sour ces.

A person must not cause or alow emissions from an unconfined sour ce without

taking reasonabl e precautions to prevent particulate matter from becoming airborne.

When the Director orders, these precautions must include installing and using hoods,

fans, and dust collectors to enclose, capture, and vent emissons.

[3-7. Permitsfor certain equipment.]

[(@ Required generally. Subject to provisions found in section 3-9 of this
chapter, it shal be unlawful within the county for any person to either
build, erect, adter, replace, store, operate, sall, rent or use any source,
article, machines, equipment, substance or other contrivance whichis
the subject of regulations promulgated in accordance with section 3-4(a)
of this chapter or by the Maryland State Department of Health and
Mental Hygiene, the use of which may directly or indirectly cause
emissionsinto the air, without having first obtained the appropriate
Montgomery County air pollution control permit to do so. This
requirement shall be deemed satisfied when any one of the following is
in effect:

(1) A currently valid permit to construct or operate has been issued
by the state department of health and menta hygiene for the
subject installation or equipment.

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(20 A currently valid conditiona permit has been issued by the state

Exemptions. No permit shall be required for installation of equipment

specifically exempted under regulations issued by the state department

of hedth and mental hygiene for the subject installation or equipment.]

Compliance with regulations. The mere existence of avalid permit

does not relieve a person of his duty to comply with any conditions

contained in such permit and other county, state and federa air pollution
control or fire control regulations.]

Change of ownership. A change of ownership shal terminate all

permitsissued for a particular installation or equipment. The new owner

shal make application for the appropriate permit within thirty (30) days
of the change of ownership.]

Ambient air guality requirementsfor particulate matter from

materials handling and constr uction.

A person must not cause or dlow any materia to be handled, transported,

or stored, or any building or road to be constructed, altered, repaired, or

demolished, without taking reasonable precautions to prevent particulate

matter from becoming airborne.

Unlessthe Dir ector finds otherwisein a particular Situation, reasonable

precautions include:

(1)

using water or chemicalsto control dust when demolishing a

building or structure, undertaking construction operations, grading a

road, or clearing land:

applying asphalt, water, or suitable chemicals on adirt road,

materials stockpile, or other surface that can create airborne dust;

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installing and using hoods, fans, and dust collectors to enclose and

vent the handling of dusty materias, and employing reasonable

containment methods to prevent the release of particulate matter

during sandblasting or smilar operations;

covering each open-bodied vehicle used to transport any materia

likely to create air pollution at al times when the vehicle is moving;

paving a roadway and maintaining it in clean condition; and

promptly removing earth or other dust-producing material from a

paved street to which the materia was transported by truck, earth

moving equipment, or water eroson.

Applicationsfor permits]

Generally. Applications for the air pollution control permits described
in section 3-7 shal be made to the department on forms provided by the
department. The department shall require such information and details
regarding the installation as it considers necessary to determine whether
the installation to operate is in compliance with county, state and federal
air pollution control regulations and that the ingtalation incorporates
advancesin the technology of air pollution control developed for the
kind and amount of emissions of the gpplicant's ingtalation.]

Denial of application. Whenever it shall appear to the department that
the operation or congtruction of an ingtalation for which apermitis
applied will result in aviolation of any county, state or federal air
pollution control regulations or contravention of applicable ambient air
quality standards, an order shall be entered denying the permit and
setting forth the reasons thereof. The department shall not accept a
further application unless the applicant has complied with the objections
specified by the department as its reasons for denial of the permit or

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submitted satisfactory evidence demonstrating that a particular
requirement cannot be met immediately and submitted to the
department an acceptable plan of compliance.]

Control or prohibition of open fires

Official fires. A public officer may set an open fire with due notice to,

but without prior approva from, the Dir ector if the public officer is

performing an officia duty and the fire is necessary to:

(1) prevent afire hazard which cannot be abated by other means;

(2) instruct public fire fighters or industrial employees under

supervision of the Fire Administrator if the instruction does not

occur during an air pollution episode and the fires do not contain

asphaltic or ashestos materias; or
(3) protect the public hedth, safety or welfare.
Open fires Except during an air pollution episode, the following open

fires are alowed without prior approva of the Dir ector if the fire does

not otherwise violate any other law or requlation:;

(1) Cooking. A person may use afireto cook food if the person

uses an outdoor cooking apparatus approved for use by a

nationally recognized standards organization, such as

Underwriters Laboratory, and the per son does not create a

nuisance.

(2) Salamanders. Congruction workers and other outdoor workers

may use a slamander or other device fired with propane gas or

No. 2 fud oil for heating if the device does not create visble

emissons.

(3) Recreational purposes. A person may set an open fire, such as

a campfire, for recreationa purposes if the fire does not produce

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vigble emissions that exceed 20 percent opacity for atota of

more than 3 minutes in any 60-minute period and is not larger
than 3 feet in diameter.
Permitted fires. Except as provided in subsections (a) and (b), a

per son must not burn any refuse or plant life outside of abuilding

unless the per son has obtained a per mit from the Director. The

Dir ector must limit the duration of the permit. The Director may

issue the per mit for any of the following reasons or purposes:

(1) Agqgricultural open burning. A person may set afire during

agricultural operations if the fire complies with subsection (d)

and the per son obtains an agricultura burning per mit before

setting the fire. The Department may grant a per mit to burn

excessve lodaing or destroy diseased crops and other vegetation

originating on the applicant's property only:

(A) onaproperty that is agriculturally assessed for property tax
purposes; and
(B) _if the burning is necessary to maintain agricultural land in

production.
(2) Ceremonial burning. A personmay set firesfor a ceremonial

Urpose.
(3) Disaster rubbish. A person may burn rubbish, including
|andscape waste, during a community disaster if the County

Executive has officially declared a date of emergency.

(4) Noalternative. A person may burn any materid if the Director

finds that there is no practical aternative way to dispose of or

sore the materia more safely.

(d) Conditions. The Director may impose any condition on an open

burning permit to prevent air pollution or protect the hedth, safety,

comfort and property of persons. An open fire must at al times be

attended by the permittee or the permittee’ s agent who has the burning

per mit in possession during the burning. The Dir ector must not grant a
per mit if the intended activity would:

(1) create a hazardous condition;

(2) beconducted during an air pollution episode or other burning

prohibition period declared by the Governor or the Secretary of

the Maryland Department of the Environment;
(3)  beconducted within 500 yards of an occupied building or a
heavily traveled public road, walkway, path, or other facility used

by the public;

(4) violate any other law or regulation;

(5 createvishble emissonswhose opacity exceeds 20 percent for
more than atotal of 3 minutes in any consecutive 60-minute
period; or

(6) includethe burning of leaves, brush, other vegetation, or
household trash.

Permit denial. The Director may deny arequest for an open burning

permit if:

(1) theapplicant has not shown that the applicant can comply with

this Chapter and any applicable State or federal air pollution

control law:; or
(2) theDirector finds, based on the applicant’s history, that the
applicant is not likely to comply with al applicable County,

State, and federd air pollution control laws.
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(f)  Permit revocation or suspension. The Director may revoke, suspend,
or modify a per mit granted under this Section if the Dir ector finds that

the permittee has violated any term or condition of the permit. Notice

of any proposed revocation, suspenson, or modification must bein

writing, include the reason for the decision, and give the permittee an

opportunity for ahearing. A request for a hearing does not stay the
Director's action.

[3-9. Plan of compliance]

[When an applicant has adequately demonstrated to the department that
compliance with this chapter and regulations adopted thereto cannot be effectively
and immediately made, the director shal have authority to grant permits for the
installation or operation of noncomplying equipment, but only in the event that all
necessary steps have been taken to secure compliance with this chapter. Such steps
shall include the requirement that the applicant file with the department a plan of
compliance which shall include a schedule of actions approved by the director for the
control of emissions.

Ambient air quality requirementsfor odors.

A person must not cause or alow the emission into the atmosphere of

any gas, vapor, or particulate matter beyond the per son's property

line or unit if aresulting odor createsair pollution.

TheDirector may issue a citation for violating subsection (a) if the

Director:
(1) witnessesthe violation; or

(2) recelves complaints from at least 2 individuals who have personal

knowledge of the air pollution odor.

Abatement orders]

Upon finding that a person is violating a provision of this chapter, the
director or an authorized fire official may, at his discretion, issue an
order directing such person to cease such violation. Such order shal be
inwriting and shall be served upon the person to whom it is directed,
either by mail or by persona ddlivery. If such person cannot be located
within the county after reasonable effort, service shal be made by
certified mail at hislast known address or by posting the order upon the
premises. Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit the
director or the fire marshal from dispensing with the provisions of this
section and proceeding directly under sections 3-11 and 3-17 of this
Code.]

When the director determines, either upon his own investigation or upon
petition of those affected, that a nuisance as defined by this chapter
exists and effects at least thirty (30) percent of a sample of people
exposed to it in their usua places of occupancy, the sample size to be at
least twenty (20) people or seventy-five (75) percent of those exposed if
fewer than twenty (20) people are exposed, he shall immediately issue
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an abatement order to the person responsible for the conditionin
accordance with subsection (a) herein.]

Control and prohibition of indoor air pollution.

A person must not cause or alow the emission of indoor air

pollutants beyond the person’s property line in a manner that creates

indoor air pollution.
Subsection (a) does not apply to:

(1) theresdentia use of personal hygiene products;

(2) smokingin [[non-restricted areas]] aprivate home; or
(3) resdentia cooking odors.
In this Section, “property line” means the boundary of aresidentia or

non-residential areathat a per son legaly uses or owns. For a property

divided into more than one legal unit, such as multi-family housing or a

multi-tenant commercia property, “property ling’ aso includes any

boundary between a unit and a common area or between units.

The Director may issue acitation for violating this Section if the
Director:

(1) witnessesthe violation; or

(2) receives complaintsfrom at least 2 individuals who have personal

knowledge of the indoor air_pollution.
Revocation of per mit.]

[ The department shall issue an order suspending or revoking any permit for

violations of this chapter and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, state or any

federa ar pollution control laws or regulations, state or county fire control laws or an

approved plan of compliance. The department shall revoke any permit for violations

or for any fase statement in the application or because of conditions reveaed by such

application or any report, record or inspection or any other means which would
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warrant refusal of a permit on any original application. An order suspending or

revoking a permit shall be served in person or by certified mail upon the permit

Deter mining compliance.

Compliance methods. The Director may conduct testing or require a

property owner to conduct testing to determine compliance with this

Chapter in response to a complaint.

Manner of testing. A property owner must conduct all testsin a

manner, and before the deadline, set by the Dir ector and submit a
detailed report of all test results to the Dir ector within 15 days after the

testing is complete unlessthe Director grants an extension. Each test

must be performed by a per son qudified to conduct the test, as
determined by the Dir ector.

Testing and monitoring.]

M ethods. Emission tests shdl be conducted in accordance with
recognized standards and methods of measurement. Methods found in
the American Society of Mechanical Engineering (ASME) Power Test
Code 27-1957, American Society for Testing Materias (ASTM)
D2928-70 and the specifications of the U.S. Environmental Protection
Agency shall be used, but these may be modified or adjusted by the
department to suit specific sampling conditions or needs based upon
good practice, judgment and experience. Measurements taken in stacks
at point beyond the installed control equipment shall be deemed to be a
measurement of emission.]

Manner. The department is hereby authorized to conduct or cause to be

conducted any test or tests to determine compliance with this chapter or
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regulations adopted thereto. All tests shal be conducted in a manner
determined by the director and a complete, detailed test report of such
test or tests shall be submitted to him in timely fashion. When tests are
taken by the owner or the owner's independent testers, the director shall
require that such tests be conducted by reputable, qudified personnel, as
determined by the director or representatives of the department. ]
Facilitiesand access. It shall be the responsibility of the owner or
operator of the equipment tested to provide, at the owner's expense,
utilities, facilities and reasonable and necessary openingsin the system
or stack and safe and easy access thereto, to permit samples and
measurements to be taken. All new sources of air pollutants created
after the effective date of thislaw may be required by the director to
provide utilities, facilities and adequate openings in the system or stack,
and safe and easy access thereto, to permit measurements and samples
to be taken.]

Cogt. If emission tests conducted as the result of the action of the
director substantiate that a violation exists, the person or persons
responsible for the violation shall be responsible for paying al attendant
costs for conducting such tests. If such tests do not show that a
violation exigts, then the county shall be responsible for paying al costs
for conducting such tests. In no event shall the county assume costs of
providing facilities, utilities and access for such testing. The cost of
emission tests required by the director on newly installed equipment for
the issuance of the initial permit to ingtall and operate shall be the
owner's regardless of the results. When the person responsible elects to
conduct his own tests, then the person so electing shal pay for the test
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or tests notwithstanding other provisions of this section and irrespective
of the result.]

Data. Emission data secured as the result of thisregulation or other
provisions of law shall be correlated with applicable emission
limitations or other control measures and shall be available for public
Ingpection during regular business hours or by appointment during other
hours at the offices of the department. Information other than emission
data which relates to production, sales figures or processes of any owner
or operator shall not be disclosed publicly upon finding by the director
that to do so will result in asignificant and adverse effect upon the
competitive position of such owner or operator, except in or following
public hearing or except as necessary to protect the public hedlth, safety
or well-being, unless such owner or operator shall expresdy agreeto
their publication or availability to the general public.]

Emergency provisons.

Notwithstanding this Chapter or any other law, if the Director finds

that a per son is causing or contributing to air pollution and that the

pollution creates an emergency that requires immediate action to

protect the public health or safety, the Dir ector must order the per son

to immediately reduce or stop the air pollution. That per son must

immediataly comply with the Dir ector’ s order.

If the Governor or the Secretary of the Maryland Department of the

Environment declares an air pollution episode, the Dir ector may take
any action authorized under State law to protect the public health or

safety.
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Circumvention and right of entry.]

No person shal build, erect, install or use any article, machine,

equipment or other contrivance, the sole purpose of whichisto dilute or

conceal an emission without resulting in areduction in the total
emission of air pollutants nor shal a person do any noncorrective thing
nor commit any noncorrective act with the intent to distort test emission
results.]

Any person who in any manner hinders, obstructs, delays, resists,

prevents or in any manner interferes or attempts to interfere with the

department or its representatives in the performance of any duty or shall
refuse to permit the department or its representative to perform their
duty by refusing them entrance at reasonable hours to any premisesin
which the provisions of the chapter are being violated or are suspected
by the director of being violated or refuse to permit testing or permit the

Ingpection or examination of such premises for the purpose of

enforcement of the provisions of this chapter and regul ations adopted

thereto shall be subject to revocation by the director of al permits
issued pursuant to this chapter to him and such other action as may be
provided at law or by provisions of this Code.]

(1) For the purpose of developing or assisting in the devel opment of
any implementation plan, standard of performance, emission
standard or the enforcement of any regulation contained herein,
each supplier of resdua and distillate fud oil in the county is
hereby required to file an annua report with the director, which
report isdue on July 1 of each year, listing al customers of that
supplier and showing therewith the fuel types, grades and
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quantities purchased or consumed by each customer thereof
during the twelve (12) months immediately preceding.

(20 Thedirector is hereby authorized to waive the requirements of
the foregoing subsection asto any supplier or suppliers upon
written agreement by that supplier that it will, within ten (10)
days of receipt of awritten request by the director, furnish such
information as set forth in the preceding section as he deems
necessary. All information obtained under this or the preceding
section shdl be entitled to protection as trade secrets and the
department shall keep such information confidential. ]

Enfor cement and Penalties.

TheDirector may enter a non-residential site during normal business

hours or at any other reasonabl e time to inspect, investigate, or monitor

activities subject to this Chapter. If the per son in charge of the site does

not consent to an entry by the Dir ector, the Dir ector must obtain an

administrative search warrant from a court by satisfying reasonable

statutory or administrative standards for conducting an inspection.

TheDirector may, with the consent of the owner or occupant, enter a

private dwealling at any reasonable time to inspect, investigate, or

monitor activities subject to this Chapter. If the owner or occupant of

the resdence does not consent to an entry by the Dir ector, the Dir ector

may obtain an administrative search warrant from a court by showing

that reasonable legidative or administrative standards for conducting an

area inspection have been satisfied.

A person must not hinder, prevent, or unreasonably refuse to permit a

lawful inspection, investigation, or monitoring under this Chapter.
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TheDirector, the Fire Administrator, or the Administrator’ s designee

may issue a notice of violation, corrective order, sscop-work order, or

civil citation to any per son who causes or alows aviolation of this

Chapter.
A person who causes or alows aviolation of this Chapter must submit

aplan for compliance if required under a notice of violation or

corrective order. The plan [[for compliance]]_.must include a schedule

to correct the violation. The Director must approve [[any]] or

disapprove the plan [[for_ compliance]] and any amendment to an

approved plan.

The Dir ector may issue a stop-work order to any per son who violates

this Chapter in connection with an activity conducted under a building

per mit issued under Chapter 8 or a sediment control per mit issued
under Chapter 19.

Any violation of this Chapter isa Class A violation. Each day a

violation continues is a separate offense.

In addition to any other remedy alowed by law, the Department may

seek injunctive or other appropriate judicia relief to prevent or stop a

violation of this Chapter.

Emergency provisions|]

Notwithstanding the provisions of this chapter or any other provision of
law, if the director finds that any person is causing or contributing to air
pollution and that such pollution creates an emergency which requires
Immediate action to protect the public hedth or safety, he shall order
such person to reduce or discontinue immediately the air pollution and
such order shall be complied with immediately.]
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[(b) Whenever an air pollution episode is declared by the secretary of the

state department of health and menta hygiene or the governor, the
director shall have the authority to take such action as prescribed under
state regulations governing the control of air pollution or as necessary to
protect the public health or safety.]

Appeals.

A person aggrieved by an action taken or an order issued under this

Chapter may seek reconsideration by filing a written request with the

Dir ector within 10 days after the action or order. The request must state
the date and nature of the action or order, the remedy reguested, and
why the Dir ector should grant the request. Within 10 days after
receiving the requedt, the Dir ector must:
(1) issueawritten decison on the request for reconsideration if the
Dir ector finds no material factsin dispute; or
(2) notify the person in writing of any material facts in dispute and:

[Inany hearing of the district court for the county or any court of competent
jurisdiction, the fact of operation without avalid permit, together with testimony as to
ownership or responsbility from the records of the department shal be primafacie
evidence of unlawful emissions and that the equipment for which the permit isnot in
effect is being operated in violation of the provisions of this chapter and regulations
enacted pursuant thereto.]

[3-16. Appeals]

[Any person aggrieved by an order issued under this Chapter may appeal
within 10 days from such order to the County Board of Appeals under Section 2-
112(a). Such apped does not stay execution of the order more than 10 days, unless
the Board of Appeals grants a stay upon agpplication of the person filing the appedl. |
[3-17. Violations, penalties and liabilities.]

[Failure to comply with any provision of this chapter shall congtitute aclass A
violation as set forth in section 1-19 of chapter 1 of the County Code.]

Sec. 2. Trangtion.

Until superseded, an Executive Regulation issued under Chapter 3 before the
effective date of this Act remains in effect to the extent the regulation is consistent
with thisAct. This Act does not apply to aviolation of Chapter 3 that occurred
before this Act took effect.

Sec. 3. Emergency Effective Date.
The Council declares that an emergency exists and that this legidation is
necessary for the immediate protection of the public hedth and safety. ThisAct

takes effect on the date on which it becomes law.
